As referenced in the Registration Statement, the All Pakistan Muslim League LLC (Registrant) 
was organized in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in October 2010. The name of the LLC was 
selected because it, voluntarily and on its own initiative, supports the principles and the mission 
of the All Pakistan Muslim League, a political party organized in Pakistan (APML Pakistan), 
specifically to support the election of Pervez Musharraf to office in Pakistan. 

According to the regulations promulgated under the Act, the term "foreign principal" includes a 
person any of whose activities are directed or indirectly supervised, directed, controlled, financed, 
or subsidized in whole or in major part by a foreign principal as defined by the Act. FARA 
Regulations § 5.100(8). Registrant has not engaged in any activity that has been directly or 
indirectly supervised, directed, controlled, financed, or subsidized in whole or in major party by 
APML Pakistan. There is no formal or informal agreement between the Registrant and APML 
Pakistan, nor is there (nor will there be) any compensation from APML Pakistan to the 
Registrant. 

Although the Registrant's business activity was defined as "political fundraising" on its 
organizing documents (included with the Registration Statement), that activity does not equate to 
political fundraising under the Act. Rather, all funds raised by Registrant are used to cover 
expenses for community events held strictly in the United States to help promote the shared goals 
and objectives between Registrant and APML Pakistan (please see Exhibit D). During the 
reporting period, Registrant organized and/or participated in the following events:
